This paper presents the tests that were constructed or adapted 
for inclusion in a battery of reference tests for cognitive abilities;^ 
this task is a pari of step three. Thirtv-five tests were adapted 
or constructed for use with fourth and fifth grade students* 
The nature of these tests w<is determined bv an analysis of three 
different scliemata or systems of cognitive abilities; a description 
of tntse systems and their rc^le in the project is given in a 
separate paper to be published in the near future: "Three Systems 
of Classifying Cognitive Abilities as Bases for Reference Tests".
